The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
teaches measurement devices and hemodialysis arrangements incorporating 
measurement devices for controlling the procedure, wherein heart rate and blood 
pressure (Lipps), blood pressure abnormality patterns (Sato), and pulse wave 
propagation velocity (Kawaguchi) are measured and analyzed. However, none of the 
prior art teaches or suggests a blood water content detection device including an index 
extraction section that extracts an index which changes depending on blood water 
content, in combination with the other claimed elements. Nor is a hemodialysis 
arrangement incorporating such a device, taught or suggested. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
